The timely submission under 37 CFR 1. 129(a) filed on 2/28/05 is not fully responsive to the prior Office action because it 
does not list the claims that correspond to species a. Looking at Figs. 1 A-H and Fig. 6, they are dra\m to a first embodiment, and Fig. 
2 is drawn to a second embodimait Claims 1-35 claim two separate and distinct embodiments, and election between the 
mibodiments requires a listing of claims corresponding to the elected species. Since the submission appears to be a bona fide attempt 
to provide a complete reply to the prior Office action, applicant is given a shortaied statutory period of ONE MONTH or THIRTY 
DAYS from the mailing date of this letta*, whichever is longer, to submit a complete reply.
